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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant asserts "Besser does not teach or suggest that the organic substance of an insulation barrier layer has a higher carbon content 
than the other layers. Besser teaches the use of sidewall barrier materials which contain carbon (see Besser [0051 ]), but the carbon 
content of sidewall barrier material is not always larger than that of other films". This assertion is traversed. Besser discloses the insulation 
barrier layer [1420] including the organic substance [Para. 51], and carbon content of the organic substance being preferably larger than that 
of the first insulation film [1110; para.42], the second insulation film [1 160; para43] and the fourth insulation film [1115; para.42]. Besser 
discloses 1420 can comprise material containing carbon, and discloses 1110, 1115, and 1160 as comprising SiN. Applicant asserts "the 
cited art teaches a different structure from the claimed invention. In the Meynen structure, a barrier layer is formed on the side of a first 
insulation film... ". This assertion is not persuasive. As already discussed in the Office Action, the specific layers of the structure were 
disclosed by Besser. Overall, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive and the claims stand rejected. 
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
